TABLE  I — Gives  the  Expectation  and  Experience  of  the  Society  in  respect  of 
Sickness  and  Mortality  for  each  year.  The  first  few  years  are  now  given  in 
one  line,  these  were  given  in  earlier  reports  in  detail. 

In  terms  of  the  Rules,  the  Society  undertakes  the  responsibility  of  paying 
Funeral  Money  from  the  hour  of  enrolment,  while  the  risk  for  sickness  does 
not  begin  till  one  year  after  membership  has  commenced.  This  accounts 
for  the  7059'38  years  in  the  mortality  column,  while  the  number  in  the  sick- 
ness column  is  only  5709'00  years. 

In  respect  of  sickness,  the  expectation  was,  in  eight  years,  exceeded  by  the 
experience ;  and  in  respect  of  mortality,  a  like  excess  occurred  in  eight  years. 

On  the  whole  experience  of  the  Society,  both  in  respect  of  sickness  and  mor- 
tality, there  has  been  a  very  considerable  saving  : —

As  a  contrast,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  show  the  different  position 
in  which  the  Society  would  have  been  placed  had  its  schemes  been  based  on 
inadequate  data,  such  as  the  Highland  Society  Tables.  The  results  would  have

age  23,  the  experience  is  23  per  cent,  under  the  exi^ctation,  whilst  in  the 
next  year  the  experience  exceeds  the  expectation  by  00  per  cent.  Again,  at 
age  31,  the  expected  mortality  is  4.596449,  and  the  deaths  only  one  : — In 
the  following  year  the  expectation  is  4.639138,  and  the  deaths  seven  in 
number. 

TABLE  III — Shows  the  sickness  and  mortality  experienced  by  the  Mem- 
bers while  2)assiug  through  the  several  years  of  membership.  Here  the  fluctua- 
tions are  eqtially  striking.  The  sickness,  in  the  15th  year  of  membership  being 
more  than  three  times  greater  than  in  the  following  year,  whilst  the  mortality 
of  the  third  year  is  more  than  double  that  of  the  second,  which,  in  its  turn,  is 
nearly  double  that  of  the  first  year.  These  instances,  as  a  sample  of  the 
whole,  suggest,  either  that  the  Members  were  too  few,  or  that  there  is  not  a 
regular  progression  of  sickness  and  mortaUty  along  with  increased  age. 

When  it  is  observed  that  there  are  only  14  Membei-s  over  20  years,  and  68 
whose  membership  exceeds  15  years,  whilst  95  are  running  their  first  year> 
the  apparently  short  average  duration  of  membership  will  be  understood. 

TABLE  IV — Is  more  likely  to  interest  Medical  men  than  the  Members 
generally;  but  the  fact  of  217  caSes  out  of  905,  and  upwards  of  27  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  of  sickness,  is  classed  under  Disease  of  the  Limgs,  will  not  readily  be 
overlooked. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  exclude  certain  maladies,  such  as  Insanity,  Paralysis,  &c., 
as  not  being  among  the  diseases  for  which  Friendly  Societies  make  provision ; 
but  as  the  "Western"  include  such  risks  in  the  contract  with  its  Members, 
they  are  here  given  : — and  it  certainly  is  matter  for  congratulation,  that  even 
surcharged  as  the  table  under  review  may  be  considered,  the  expense  is,  as 
has  been  already  stated,  nearly  10  per  cent,  under  the  expectation. 

TABLE  V — In  reference  to  this  table,  which  gives  particulars  relative  to 
Members  who  deceased  in  connection  with  the  Society : — It  may  be  remarked 
that  no  payment  was  made  on  accoimt  of  the  two  who  committed  suicide,  and 
that  the  cases  of  Cholera  in  Table  IV.  are  not  those  where  death  is  recorded 
here, — the  latter  having  died  instantaneously.  The  fact  of  only  two  Members 
having  been  cut  ofi"  by  such  a  fatal  disease  contrasts  strongly  with  27  deaths 
resulting  from  disease  of  the  Lungs,  and  14  from  Eever. 

TABLE  VI — Which  relates  to  Membership,  calls  for  a  few  general  remarks. 

In  the  first  place,  it  may  be  permitted  here,  after  the  lapse  of  Thirty  Years, 
to  record  the  fact  that  the  idea  of  instituting  the  "  Western  "  originated  with  two 
Young  men  who  had  been  induced  to  join  a  friendlj-  society  then  of  some  17 
years  standing,  which,  from  the  inadequate  contributions,  was  making  rapid  in- 
roads on  its  small  amount  of  accumulated  capital.  Having  satisfied  themselves 
as  to  the  cause  of  its  deoUne,  they  resolved  to  Establish  a  Friendly  Society  re- 
quh'ing  the  payment  of  contributions  adequate  for  the  obligations  undertaken. 
A  circular  was  accordingly  issued,  and  a  meeting  held  on  the  15th  May,  1832, 
when  preliminary  arrangements  were  made.  Mtich  delay  took  place  in  pre- 
paring rules  as  woU  as  in  procuring  tables  of  contributions,  adjusted  to  meet 
the  obligations  to  be  [undertaken.  When  the  latter  were  furnished  by  the 
late  James  J.  Duncan,  Esq.,  Manager  of  the  Scottish  Amicable  Life  Assurance 
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Society,  the  rates  were  found  to  be  so  much  higher  than  those  which  had 
been  previously  required  bj'  existing  societies  that,  out  of  51  parties  who  had 
paid  a  deposit  as  Members,  only  13  continued  Members  under  the  Eules  as  cer- 
tified of  date  19th  November,  1833.  The  seceders  were,  by  agreement,  repaid 
their  deposits.  This  circumstance  accounts  for  38  of  those  who  are  reported 
as  having  left  the  Society. 

The  high  rate  of  contributions  which  induced  this  large  proportion  of  the 
original  promoters  to  retire  from  the  Society,  prevented  new  entrants  to  a  very 
large  extent;  and  at  the  end  of  10  years  it  had  only  a  Roll  of  65  Members,  with 
a  capital  of  £253  10/1. 

By  this  jieriod,  however,  the  public  views  regarding  friendly  societies  Lad 
become  much  more  enlarged ;  and  Table  VII.  is  referred  to  for  the  progress 
it  has  since  made. 

The  nominal  amount  charged  as  Entry-money  (6/  on  an  average),  has  no 
doubt  been  a  cause  why  many  who  have  entered  as  Members  have  idlowed 
themselves  to  drop  off  the  Roll  by  non-payment  of  quarter  accoimts,  shortly 
after  entry.  The  same  cause  has,  on  several  occasions,  induced  parties  to  enter 
their  friends  for  electioneering  pui-poses  merely.  The  numbers  who  entered 
on  three  such  occasions  amounted  to  232,  of  whom  138  dropped  oflp  in  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  year. 

The  average  annual  sickness  expected  to  all  Members,  was  .9765  of  a  week 
each,  that  paid  to  the  539  Members  on  the  Free  Member-Roll  at  Ist  January, 
1861,  for  the  3786.76  years  that  they  have  been  on  the  free  roll  is  only  .5837 
of  a  week  each;  and  that  paid  the  223  of  that  number  who  had  drawn  sick 
benefit  amounts  to  .9589,  a  slightly  lower  rate  than  the  general  average. 

TABLE  VII — Does  not  appear  to  call  for  any  remark,  unless  it  may  be  to 
refer  to  the  Society's  satisfactory  progress,  and  the  amount  of  good  it  has 
already  done. 

N.B. — Of  the  two  individuals  referred  to  as  originating  the  Society,  the  one 
wa8  the  fii-st  President  of  the  Society,  and  died  upwards  of  15  years  ago;  the 
other  has  the  satisfaction  and  privilege  of  making  these  remarks.  W.  A.
